175- Year Old Clock 

Started Through News Ad 

Among the most highly prized possessions of the W. P. 
Caley family is a tall “grandfather” clock, 175 years old. 
This week it was put into running order after being out of 
commission for many years. Now the 13-pound weights are 
making their weekly downward journey, and the old clock 
is doing duty as well us ever. 

And all through an ad in the Sierra Madre News. 

The clock was made in London in 1742. it was brought to 
America by a member of the Caley family and handed down 
through several generations until it came into the possess¬ 
ion of V\. P. Caley, in Cleveland, Ohio, in 1893. 

Soon alter the clock came into Mr. Caley’s possession it 
was brought to California but had not been set up in order 
until recently. 

Two weeks ago Frank Fraiberg inserted a little ad in the 
News, to let people know he would resume the jewelry busi¬ 
ness and make a specialty of repairing the movements of 
foreign-made timepieces. The ad suggested to Mr. Caley ; 
that Mr. Fraiberg would be a good man to start the old 
clock going again, and called him in to undertake the job. 

On the inside of the dial Mr. Fraiberg found inscribed 
dates when the clock had been previously set up, the first 
being 1820. The next was 1826 and the lust 1892. Mr. Frai¬ 
berg proudly added his name and the present year. 

The old clock stands about eight feet high. The case is 
in brown, with dashes of cherry and yellow, and is covered 
with Japanese figures standing out in relief. 

The dial is of brass, has a second hand as well as hour and 
minute hands, and shows the day of the month. 

The big iron weights recall the origin of the expression 
“wind up” and “run down." When the clock is wound, the 
weights .are carried to the top, and they will drive the clock 
for eight days before they reach the bottom. 

After a rest of 24 years the old clock is probably as well 
convinced as Mr. Fraiberg that it pays to advertise.

LINNETS ARE NOT 

PROTECTED BY LAW 


Scope of California Game Law a„- 
Applied to the Common 
Birds 


In commenting on a complaint 
regarding the killing of mocking¬ 
birds and linnets by Sierra 
Madre boys recently, the News 
said “mockingbirds are protected 
by State law, and perhaps lin¬ 
nets." The statement was made 
for lack of opportunity at the 
time to consult the law or any 
authority as to the exact fact. 

The doubt in regard to the pro¬ 
tection of linnets is confirmed by 
a letter from E. L. Hedderly, rep¬ 
resenting the California Fish 
Game Commission. He says the 
birds not protected by the Calif¬ 
ornia law are the English or 
European house sparrow, butcu- 
erbird, blue jay and house finch 
commonly known as the Calif¬ 
ornia linnet, besides various! 
hawks and owls not commonly 
found.

WHERE REAL PATRIOTISM SHOWS 
Among the most gratifying manifestations of real patriot¬ 
ism during the tense days of the past week are the ex¬ 
pressions of loyal Americanism coming from a very large 
section of the German-American press.

Every threat of war and danger to the nation arouses 
a patriotic fervor which shows itself in various ways.

To lielittle or disparage 
the people of another nation is not patriotism. To draw- 
cartoons depicting the ruler of another nation hanging from 
a scaffold is not especially patriotic, even though the young¬ 
sters can find plenty of precedent for things of that sort 
in a certain type of jingo periodicals. But if parents and 
teachers will point out some of these distinctions to the 
youngsters, perhaps the next generation will not have such 
a keen appetite for sensational newspaprs.
